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Atlas Missile Is On Its Way 


In the letdown that followed the unsucesa- 
ful countdown on the unsuccessful demon, 
stration of the Vanguard missile, one thing 


became clear to aU missile-launcbers and all 
« mseile^watchers in the United States. 


The one thing was the dangerous futility of 
ballyhoo that could not be backed up by per­ 


formance. It was no mere happenstance that 
ballyhoo was kept to a minimum before the 


successful demonstration of the Atlas missile 
on Wednesday. 


The United States had much to gam at home 
and abroad, especially in the NATO confer­ 
ence, it the Air Force’s intercontinental mis­ 
sile could be fired successfully at this time 
In an atmosphere of routine performance. 
Such a demonstration would firm up the im­ 
pression that the United States was buckling 
down to business methodically and purpose- 
ful'y. 
Atlas is now on its way. One demonstra­ 
tion does not make a successful program, to 
be sure. But one successful demonstration 
goes a long way to overcome the impression 
previously made by adarmists that the Unit­ 
ed States suddenly had lost its knack of pull­ 
ing itself together when the pressure was on. 
There may even be a possibility that our 


missile designers and 
builders 
will 
have 
gained something a the long run from the 
lack of coordination which was blamed for 
their lag in missile development, relative to 
the Soviet Union’s rate of progress. 
Out of their uncoordinated ideas about the 
operational uses of missiles may come a 
wider range of ideas about missile design 
than would have been possible under one 
hard-and-farst policy of development under a 
missile czar.’* 
One thinks in this regard about the evolu­ 
tion of automobiles and airplanes in the 
United States. They evolved according to un­ 
coordinated designs and concepts, using the 
best ideas that grew out of numerous at* 
tempts to bring them to a high level of op­ 
erational perfection, rejecting the ideas that 
did not pan out. The over-all result has been 
the highest degree of efficiency in production 
and dependability in performance achieved 
anywhere. 
It is not loo optimistic 
to believe that 
once the production of missiles has gamed 
momentum their U.S. producers will do what 
they always have done — use the famed 
ingenuity that has made their know-how the 
most-copied and most-envied factor in the 
industrial era that is just now dawning in the 
Soviet Union. 


Sputnik: The Great Un ifier 


For two and a-half months — the span of 
the Sputnik episode — the Democratic party 
has been in political dover instead of cockle^ 


burrs. 
It has achieved more unity than it has 
enjoyed in any other period in this country, 
except during the heyday of its rubber-stamp 
harmony during the first version of the New 
Deal under Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
This has been made even more notable by 
the fact it had been blown asunder only a 
short time before Sputnik by the episode in 
Little Rock, which dramatized the irreconcil­ 
able difference between the party’s northern 
faction and its southern faction.

Which is exactly wh-at has been happening 
since Oct. 4, to the effect that millions have 
forgotten as civil rights and the bitter fac­ 
tionalism inside the Democratic party.

In those who seem susceptible 
to repeated attacks of streptococ- 
times the body temperature rises cu* sore throats, or who develop 
quite high. 
It seems aafe to say that a 
streptococcus sore throat is both 
dangerous and can lead to com­ 
plications. Of these, probably the 
most important are imflammation 
of the kidneys, or nephritis, and 
rheumatic fever. In fact, most at­ 
tacks of rheumatic fever do foHow 
streptococcus sore throat. 
The ordinary acute attack of sore 
throat does not as a rule last long, 
but sometimes chronic inflamma­ 
tion may follow a number of acute 
attacks. 
This occurs most frequently in 
thœe who are excessive drinkers 
of alcoholic beverages, those who 
smoke a great deal, and those who 
us« their voice« too often and 
hard.
